Here the state permitted me to 
m arry them without their getting a 
m arriage license which the children 
might see in the newspapers.

Look at the North-South 
cards only. There is a poten­ 
tial spade slam. Is it a good 
slam? The answer is that it 
isn’t. 
There is a sure club loser 
and declarer has to pick up 
the king of spades. Then 
isn’t it a 50 per cent slam? 
Not quite! There might well 
be two club losers. Suits 
have been known to break 
4-1. 
This isn’t the sort of slam 
that people get around to 
bidding. South has a nice, 
comfortable spade opening 
and most N o r t h players 
would take the simple route 
to game of just bidding it. 
Suppose you are declarer. 
West opens the ace of clubs 
and continues the suit after 
receiving an encouraging 10- 
spot from East. Do you try 
the trump finesse? 


It doesn’t matter much in 
rubber bridge. 
Your con­ 
tract is safe, but in duplicate 
you had better forget about 
the finesse and settle for 


five odd. If you do finesse, 
West will give his partner a 
ruff and you will make just 
four for a very bad score. 


This hand was played in 
a duplicate game. At some 
tables, West overcalled with 
two hearts. This isn’t a very 
good call. His hand is too 
balanced to indicate any rea­ 
son to compete when vulner­ 
able. 


At a couple of tables, East 
decided to sacrifice at five. 
We don’t approve of that bid 
at all and those Easts who 
did make it f o u n d them­ 
selves p a y i n g 1,100-point 
penalties.

“I ’d be resentful if I were 
a man and I couldn’t even 
cry but my secretary could. 
I ’d have to present a feeling 
of superiority to cover up 
my resentment.” 


One reason for Charlotte’s 
instituting her course is her 
disapproval of the fact that 
in our growing acceptance of 
what life is all about, the pill 
has g i v e n women sexual 
equality. But there’s still no 
“ medication” for job equal­ 
ity. 


“Equal pay is competi­ 
tive,” she said. “But equal 
sex isn’t. 


“In the labor market a 
woman always has to be ex­ 
ceptional. She has to be bet­ 
ter than a man to move up. 
W7hen she succeeds it’s a big 
news story. Why?” 


One man, a personnel di­ 
rector, is enrolled in the 
course. And there are male 
guest lecturers, too. 


“This course is not given 
to make any woman believe 
she’s entitled to any job,” 
Charlotte said. “If a lack of 
ability keeps her down she 
has to recognize that and not 
use sex discrimination as a 
cop-out.” 


Her course centers on the 
extent of opportunities for 
women, how legislation af­ 
fects 
the 
employment 
of 
women and the l e g a l re­ 
courses women can call on 
if they feel the unfair touch 
of discrimination. 


“We’re in a low bargaining 
position,” Charlotte s a i d . 
“Corporations will say a man 
has a family and needs more 
money. Or they will say they 
are afraid you’ll have a child 
and leave. 


“I brought to the class the 
U.S. 
L a b o r Department 
studies that show absentee­ 
ism is greater among men 
than women.” 


During the course this year 
(there will be further courses

histories of women in busi­ 
ness, medicine, law, educa­ 
tion and the arts are an­ 
alyzed with the aim of pro­ 
viding exemplars for stu­ 
dents in their own upward 
climbs. 


Charlotte K l e i n believes 
that when deserving women 
can at last take their right­ 
ful p l a c e in the business 
world many men will be 
pleased that it happened. 


“Change is always fright­ 
ening,” she said. " It’s only 
the courageous or the fools 
who welcome it. But other 
countries — I n d i a , Israel. 
England are ahead of the 
United States in using wom­ 
en in government. And they 
haven't had reason to regret 
it.’’

At 
the 
meeting 
of 
the 
Interstate 
Oil 
Compac-t 
Commission, a geologist told them that oil drilling and 
production off the Louisana Coast have resulted in a 
tremendous population explosion of marine life. The senior 
Gulf Coast geologist for the Sohio I’etroleum Co. told the 
meeting that between 1940 and 1970 the annual Gulf Coast 
commercial fishery catch increased from 250 million 
pounds to 1.022,000.000 pounds. He noted that the increase 
has coincided with the construction of offshore oil 
platforms which began in 1947. 
By contrast it was pointed out that there had been a sharp 
deciine in the catches recorded in other U.S. commercial 
fishing grounds. For example. New England waters, where 
there are no drilling platforms, showed a decrease. 
According to a geologist, offshore rigs provide marine 
life with several benefits. First of all the addition ot 
platforms to the marine environment increases the surface 
areas. This creates the first step in the food chain, and 
offers the invertebrates, both flora and fauna, a solid 
foundation on which to grow. 
The platforms offer protection from predators, currents, 
wave action, and light, with every rig being a haven for 
multitudes of fish. He went on to say that there are no 
barren oil platforms, and it has been provided that there's 
food, shelter, and attachment at every water level. 
Oil drilling platforms have revolutionized Louisana salt 
water fishing, with rig angling being a popular type of 
fishing. The oil companies welcome it, and no permission is 
required to tie up to a rig. More fish than ever before have 
been attracted to the rigs. Not only different species, but 
larger. 
And reading further in this report, we are glad to note 
that huge sums of money have been allotted for oil spill 
control equipment, with plans formulated for removing 
spilled oil. 
It looks like the lowly mackerel has come irUo its own 
again. The DFG reports that commercial fishermen have 
landed 7.880 tons of jack mackerel during November, the 
best month's take in more than eight years. The 
department said that mackerel landings had been only lair 
this vear The total of about 19.000 tons through October 
was about 9.000 tons below the 10 year mean average - 
until last month. Thus, with the November total, the take 
was within 5.000 tons of the 31,000 average for the last ten 
vears. 
The boost in catch was attributed to a combination ot 
factors including; availability ot fish; good weather, 
permitting fishermen to reach the Cortez Bank some 100 
miles from shore; a good market and the increased effort 
the market produced; and the anchovy price dispute which 
turned the fishermens attention to the mackerel. 
Meanwhile, the anchovy dispute combined with the 
unusually successful jack mackerel fishery, had all but 
halted the commercial anchovv reduction fishery. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
The normal exuberent report from Nacimiento Lake 
calmed down last week, due to weather conditions. Dick 
Kelsev. the concession manager, admitted that rain, wind 
and cold weather dampened the spirits of most anglers. 
The Bassmasters Club ended a weekend tournament, 
finding the bass scattered and lunkers elusive. Lee 
Schlimmer. Western Outdoor News writer, won the contest 
based on total weight, using a Bu.sh Hog lure in 10 to 15 leet 
of water. No action on crappie and white bass. However, 
catfishing held up well, with a large fish weighing 7^i lbs 
being taken on a Rebel Fastback. Best baits were clams 
and anchovies. 
Lopez Lake finds trout fishing picking with a lew limits 
being taken in the Cottonwood area by both bank and 
trolling fishermen Reports are that trout are now near the 
surface, and some were taken on lures. 
Last week's planting schedule included Lopez. Laguna 
and Atascadero Lakes, 


HUNTING 
Pigeon hunters in San Luis Obispo County did fairly well 
the first part of the week. But a sudden cold snap that had 
been responsible for driving the birds Irom the Mount 
Frazier and .Mount Abel areas, sent them winging their way 
to parts unknown. A shortage of acorns and pinnon nuts did 
not help to hold them. 
We have had a report that prior to the loc*al cold snap, 
pigeons were so thick in the .Nacimiento-San Antonio area, 
roughly near the Oak Shores area of the lake, that 
practically everyone had limits. That means eight birds, 
not ten. 


G EN ERA L NOTES 
Last week the State Fish and Game Commission 
supported sportsmen in denying the ten fish limit on 
albacore. as requested by the DFG. Their contention was 
that the existing rules allowed sportsmen to sell fish 
“ under the counter" To a large extent we agreed with the 
DFG on this. 
While biologists say there is no need yet to limit the 
albacore take, they said the same of the sardine, and the 
anchovy < until pressure was brought to sell them for 
reduction purposes). 
.Now everyone is happy at the thought of turning a fast 
buck It will turn'out to be a sorry story when there is a 
shortage of fish, in the not too distant future

Too little known about alcoholism 


(Last in a Series.)

NEW Y O R K - N E A - A s 
much as the alco h o lism 
fighters worry about being 
upstaged by the attention 
being paid to narcotics, they 
can’t hide their enthusiasm 
over the $300 million anti­ 
alco h o lism Hughes Bill 
signed into law by President 
Nixon last New Year’s eve. 
The mu It if aceted bill, 
which was tugged through 
Congress by Iowa Sen. Har­ 
old Hughes, himself a re- 
c o v e r e d alcoholic, repre­ 
sents an awareness of the 
severity of the problem and 
a commitment to combat it. 
Life insurance companies 
have virtually left alcoholism 
out of their research and 


ported 67 per cent recovery 
rates for employes involved 
and some sources contend 
that industry saves from $5 
to $10 for each d o lla r it 
spends on an alcoholism pro­ 
gram. 
Union Carbide Corp., which 
has one of industry’s most 
elaborate 
programs, 
ac­ 
knowledges the two-fold, hu- 
manitarianism - cum -enlight­ 
ened self-interest motive be­ 
hind its program. Corporate 
medical director Dr. John 
Welsh says: 


“ The alcoholic presents a 
painful picture; painful be­ 
cause of the hardship and 
privation visited upon inno­ 
cent families; painful be­ 
cause 
these 
people, 
de­ 
bilitated in mind and body. 


Rupert Wilkinson, a British professor of 
American studies, was a member of the feder­ 
ally sponsored Cooperative Commission on the 
St lid v of Alcoholism. He recommended a five- 
point program for changing drinking patterns 
in his book, ‘‘The P r e v e n t i o n of Drinking 
Problems.” lie advocates: 
1 
A low level of emotionalism and lack of 
ambivalence about drinking; 
2 
A clear distinction between drinking and 
drunkenness; 
3 
Restriction of drinking to situations where 
taboos against drunkenness are strong; 
I 
Drinking on occasions when drinking itself 
is only an incidental activity and does not 
become an overwhelming focus of attention; 
5 
Drinking with food, for physical reasons— 
food inhibits drunkenness 
as well as psy­ 
chological ones.

are incapacitated, unable to 
carry out the normal routine 
of their job safely and effi­ 
ciently.” 
Many industry programs 
cooperate closely with Alco­ 
holics Anonymous (AA), the 
pioneering self-help organ­ 
ization which was founded in 
1935 and now includes 425.000 
members in 15,000 groups in 
90 countries. AA is still a 


major source of help for al­ 
coholics, with a 75 per cent 
recovery rate among those 
who are faithful to its pro­ 
gram of group therapy and 
self-criticism. 
But it has its limitations, 


the main one being that only 
the most self-aware and de­ 
termined alcoholics will ever 
join it in the first place. 


Other treatment facilities 
are scare. 
Doctors are often untrained 
in handling alcoholism and 
even today students at some 
medical schools may spend 


as little as one hour on the 
disease during four years of 
study. (Only eight medical 
schools have intensive alco­ 
holism programs.) 
Compounding the problem 
is a shortage of hospitals 
with facilities to treat alco­ 
holics. A provision of the 
Hughes Bill that would have 
cut off all federal aid to 
hospitals refusing to accept 
alcoholics as p a tie n ts was 
eliminated, a victim of the 
political process. 
If Congress appropriates 
money to back up the Hughes 
bill (the spending was au­ 
thorized but no money was 
provided), a National Insti­ 
tute of Alcohol Abuse and Al­ 
coholism will set up in Be- 
thesda, Md. 
The planned federal pro­ 
gram includes a radio-TV 
campaign against the evils 
of alcoholism, a drive against 
the evils of alcoholism, a 
drive against drunken driv­ 
ing and a sorely needed 
surgeon general’s report on 


the effects of alcohol use. 
Secretary of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare Elliott 
Richardson 
has 
said the 
Hughes Bill “ gives us for the 
first time the tools we need 
to fight alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism on a nationwide 
scale.” 


The National Council on Al­ 
coholism’s 
president, 
Dr. 


Luther Cloud is equally en­ 
thusiastic. 
“ I’m a hard-nosed opti­ 
mist,” he says. “ We still 
have a lot of problems, but 
with medical societies show­ 
ing more awareness of the 
disease, with the Hughes 
Bill—I’m very much on the 
hopeful side.”

NEW YORK—(NEA)-—Ann 
G e o r g e will not have a 
Christmas tree this year. 
Nor will she send cards to 
friends, or exchange gifts 
with relatives, or have com­ 
pany for holiday dinner—or, 
actually, do any of the happy 
things so much of the nation 
is doing to celebrate the 
1971st birthday of J e s u s 
Christ. 
Ann George is in her late 
70s. 
“ H o w terribly strange,” 
says the song, “ to be 70.” 
She is all alone this sea­ 
son. 
Her husband died l a s t 
May. He was a decent man 
—not rich or successful, but 
decent. He was an elevator 
operator until he got old, and 
after that he was nothing 
but old. They buried him too 
far away, now, for Ann to 
even visit. 
Her f a m i l y has disap­ 
peared. She never had chil­ 
dren of her own. She has 
two nieces and three step­ 
children — yet the nieces 
“ don’t care about me much” 
and the stepkids have, well, 
scattered so far “ I can’t 
e v e n remember the ad­ 
dresses.” 
Her friends, too, have gone. 


Dead now, mostly. There is 
still the woman in Brooklyn 
and the long-time pal who 
l i v e s on 14th Street, but 
“ My, when was the last time 
they came? Months ago. I 
don’t get many callers up 
here any more.” 
And so it is Ann George, 
age 76, will observe Christ­ 
mas this year by herself. In 
a dreary and overly hot pub­ 
lic housing apartment, 18 
floors a b o v e West 91st 
Street. On the edge of Man­ 
hattan's scrubby, unpleasant 
Spanish Harlem. 
No tinsel. 
No carols. 
“ M aybe there’ll be a 
Christmas show on the tele­ 
vision. I don’t know what 
I’d do without the television. 
I turn it on at two every day 
and w a t c h it until I fall 
asleep. That's about seven 
or eight. Sometimes I try to 
stay up to watch Flip Wil­ 
son or D e a n Martin, but 
otherwise I fall asleep 
I 
wish I could see the Mid­ 
night Mass, but it’s way too 
late. I don’t think I’ve ever 
had the TV on ’til midnight.” 
The television occupies one 
of two places of honor and 
availability in Ann George’s 
small, $80-a-month flat. The 
only piece of furniture that 
takes precedence over it is 
a mahogany credenza which 
stands against an entrance 
wall and is the showplace 
for the old woman’s memor­ 
abilia. S o m e inexpensive 
china. A pine scented candle 
m a glittered holder. Some 
plates and teacups bearing 


an inscription which desig­ 
nates them as a gift for 25 
years of up-and-down mar­ 
riage. 
And a small, gold-colored, 
50-cent trophy. 
“ My husband won t h a t 
trophy for bowling or some­ 
thing. I forget exactly what. 
He was always very proud 
ci it. I never could bring my­ 
self to throw it away." 
There is a smile on the 
old woman’s face as she re­ 
members the winning of the 
trophy. The past. It’s every­ 
thing now. Memories. “ I’m 
so old, 1 got nothing left. 1 
can’t do work no more. I 
use to be a cleaning woman, 
you know, but now I can’t 
even hold a broom The only 
thing I can do right any 
more is think.” About what? 
“ About the past. I had good 
times in the y e a r s I’ve 
lived.” 
Indeed, good times. Home 
planning, church going, life 
living. “ I was a very fine 
cook, you know. At least I 
never had any complaints. 
I remember the old Christ­ 
mases when I’d cook up a 
s to rm . Everybody came 
then. Friends, neighbors — 
everybody. I used to pile the 
table with food and they’d 
laugh and eat and . . .” 
Even the Depression, 
w h i c h occupied nearly a 
decade of Ann George’s life, 
wasn’t so bad. “ You couldn’t 
get relief unless you were 
married,” she recalls, so she 
got married only to find she 
didn’t need the relief after 
all. “ I made 25 cents an

Twenty million Americans 
over 65 are faced with it, to 
some degree or another. One 
of every four of them are 
living in privation, two mil­ 
lion subsist on bare Social 
Security payments alone, 
cne-third of the lot are 
forced to live in the deterior­ 
ating cores of big cities, four1 
out of every five are suf­ 
fering f r o m one form or 
other of chronic illness-dis- 
ease. 
And, mo s t importantly, 
many of them are alone, 
desperately alone 
Like Ann George. “ I ’ve 
got a maid from the Welfare 
Department who comes up 
three times a week. I got a 
godson who’s a nice boy and 
he s t ops by after school 
sometimes to see how I’m 
doing. And every so often 
the priest visits to hear my 
confession.” Otherwise, the 
old woman has nobody. She 
is poor and sick and forgot­ 
ten. “ I hope they have a 
Christmas show this year,” 
she says, staring out through 
the sweat of her public hous­ 
ing window, seeing little but 
the tops of other buildings 
“ I really don’t know what 
I’d do without my televi­ 
sion.”

Dear Dr. Lamb—I am not 
able to drink m ilk for cal­ 
cium deficiency and have 
been advised that there are 
side effects to calcium tab­ 
lets and one has to be 
checked for them. What are 
the side effects and how are 
they checked? 
Dear 
R e a d e r—1 
have 
heard a lot of comments 
about problems in taking 
calcium 
tablets. 
Most of 
them are unfounded. After 
all, a quart of milk contains 
about the maximum amount 
of calcium most healthy peo­ 
ple need and calcium in milk 
seldom causes trouble. 
If you have a medical 
problem that leads to reten­ 
tion of calcium or increased 
levels of calcium in the blood 
because of a problem in bone 
metabolism, then calcium 
could aggravate the problem. 
There is indeed such a thing 
as too much calcium in the 
blood, but unless you have a 
significant medical problem 
this won’t happen to you. 
People taking digitalis for 
their heart need to be care­ 
ful about taking excess cal­ 
cium. The calcium may in­ 
crease the strength of the 
digitalis action and cause 
trouble 
About the only problem is 
failure to absorb the calcium 
from the digestive tract. 
This, too, usually occurs only 
with certain diseases and 
with some calcium tablets 
from a lack of acid in the 
stomach. But for most peo 
pie the usual dosage of cal­ 
cium, by mouth, either as 
calcium carbonate or cal­ 
cium gluconate has no signi­ 
ficant side effects. One of 
these should be taken reg­ 
ularly if you don’t get the 
equivalent of 1.2 grams of 
calcium from your diet daily, 
the amount in a quart of 
milk.

Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
Captain Honey 


Captain Midnight stirred things up 
and got wide attention 
Now it's Captain Honey making 
waves that are being felt throughout 
the county. 
The case of the dismissed sheriff ’s 
captain who headed the Isla Vista 
riot suppression forces in 1970 isn’t 
exactly clear-cut. 
There are baffling things about 
the whole episode as the case 
lurches in the direction of a full- 
dress appeals hearing which could 
involve hosts of other officers. 
Some courthouse observers point 
out retired Sheriff Jam es Webster 
could very easily be dragged into the 
hearing along with others in his 
command staff. 
The 
question 
posed 
in 
this 
connection is: Why didn't Sheriff 
W ebster, 
who 
headed 
the 
department during the Isla Vista 
incidents in 1970, take action himself 
against 
Honey on the basis of 
complaints supposedly made during 
Webster s last year in office0 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter, who 
won the job in the 1970 November 
election, and who fired Honey this 


Nov. 17, was asked that question at a 
news 
conference. 
He 
said 
he 
“ couldn’t 
speak 
for 
Sheriff 
Webster .” 
Honey's legal counsel. Jam es T. 
Lindsey, 
is 
primed 
to 
take 
depositions from up to 50 or more 
law 
persons, 
including 
many 
enforcement officers involved in the 
Isla Vista happenings, in order to 
prepare a case. 
Carpenter has taken the position 
that when he took over the office the 
decision of what to do with Honey 
was largely an inherited one. 
Now there is a Honey Legal 
Defense Fund, and some of the news 
media have said that the post off ice 
box number assigned to it is also the 
same box number for some right- 
wing, anti-communist causes, too 
Santa Barbara stockbroker A.L 
Lundy III. who heads the legal 
defense fund, says he doesn’t fear 
that 
liberals 
in 
Isla 
Vista 
or 
elsewhere who dislike Honey will 
try to sabotage his efforts. The 
sheriff’s captain is hardly a beloved 
figure in the counter-culture capital

Honey’s counsel 
has made it clear that Honey — in a 
supreme effort to win reinstatement 
— might have to tell about the 
officer shenanigans in rounding up 
and 
arresting hundreds of 
Isla 
Vistans and kindred young folk in 
the area. 
Some figures close to the case 
point out this is what Isla Vistans 
have wanted all along. 
County 
legal 
authorities don’t 
relish any revelations that Honey 
would make against Isla Vista riot 
suppressers. After all, there is some 
$5-million or more in claims tiled 
against the county from persons in 
that 
community 
alleging 
police 
brutality and loss of civil rights in 
the riots. There is the fear in some 
quarters any sensational specific 
allegations by the commander of the 
Isla Vista forces would buttress 
these claims when and if they 
became court cases.
